Richmond, Va. April 3.—The Natlonal
Boclety of the Sonz of the Amerlean
Revolution held a remarkably harmonious
and enthusiastle congress in this city to-
day, the unnlversary of the first in-

“muguration of Washington as President
of the United States,

It was probably the flrat of the elght
annual congress of this body In which
every vole was unanimous or practlcally
80 and In which uninterrupted harmony
prevalled.

The large meeting room of the chamber
of commerce had Leen hospitably placed
at the service of hie congress, and when
Gen. Horace Portet, Presldent General,
cilled to order at 10:30 8. m., Willlam Wirt
Henry, president of the Virginia soclety,
welcomed the delegates In the most cor-
lal manner and with the eloguence for
which his famlly iz historienlly famous.

Gen. Porter replied to Mr. Henry. He
spoke firat of the great privilage it was Lo
the zoclety to be welcomed by o grandson
of Patriek Henry, the great staiesman
and oralor of Revolutionary times. Sald
he, “this congress hua held many inter-
esting  sesslons, but none that will be
cherished more than this in the South
und in its great historie and representa-
tive elty, Last yenr we mel within a few
miles of the seenes of Bunker MHill and
Convord. Now we meet within o few
miles of he field of Yorktown, on which
ended the strupele which gave thle glor-
ons union Its Uberiy'

Gen. Porter then pald o grand tribute
to Washington and Yirginlg, and c¢on-
tinulng, he sald:

“We are glud to come to =tand on this
historle wround, whose highways echoed
hils footsieps. It = the Btate where oe-
curred his great trimmphs; is the State
where reste his wshes. We now kunow
what & proverblal old Virginta welcome
Jutt

would never be forgotton,

The accus.d procegded to the wltness
stand, the oath was administered, and
in reply to questlons from Attorney
Crawford, he sald thAt he was Lorn at
Wigcnsset, Malne, March 1, 1868, FHls
father was port captain of the Inter-
national Marine Company, th: boats
plying betwzen Jersey, Cliy and Ant-
werp. He had made seven trips abroad
with his father, bad attended school in
Jerssy Clty and Greencastle up to the
time his father dled. He was then 14
years old. After his father's death he
gecured employment as a4 messenger,
and later was promoled to the frelght
burenu of a rallrpad company. Three
vears ago he was discharged from that

positlon.
Jackson deinlicd his lfe up to the
tinie he Hrst met Pearl Bryan, which

was during the holidaxs of 1884. He re-
ferved to the conversation he had with
Will Wood, at varlous times on the sub-
jiet of Pearl Bryan's condltion. He
siuld that Wood was very much con-
corned about her and If somelhing was
not done soon he would have to leave
town.

Jackson sald that the last time he
saw Pearl Bivan allve was the Wed-
nesduy before her body was discovered.
